Cape Coast Castle, British Wast 
Africa, ,T:ui. 22.— Tho following details 
of the iwhiver Ijetween Sir Fraiici.s 
.'^I'oK, eoiniimnder of the British expe- 
ditioiini-y forces, and King Preiniieh, of 
A^;lllultee, ivhen the latter made hissub- 
iiiiaaion to Great Britain at Cooma.ssio, 
have just been received from timt 
capital. The trooj)S formed in the j)riii- 
cip.il S(iu:ire of Coonuissie at isuvcn 
o'clock in the inoriiiiig on Monday last, 
preparatory to the grand palaver which 
had been iirninged three days previously. 

SirFranciH Scott and his Htiiff 'vere 
seated in a .scuii-ciiele in tlie sipiare 
shortly aflerwiirds, luid an ofUccr was 
sent to the palace with instructions to 
iiujiress upon the mind of tlie King tliat 
if he dill not appear before the Jlritisli 
coinmauder within live minutes n/ter 
this smnmons lie would be taki n 
from his palace and be brought to the 
spot occupied by Sir Francis Scott. The 
King, it is said, made a show of resist- 
ance, but seeing there was no trilling 
with the oflicer, who was accompanied 
by an escort of Britisli soldiers. His 
Alajesty reluctantly accompanied him to 
the square surrounded by the escort. 
Arriving there, King Prempeh took his 
seat upon the stool of state. 

After a few formal words hud jiassed 
between tho - KinL' and Sir Francis, 
tlirongh the intorprelerH, the King de- 
Hcended from his stool and shook hands 
with the liritiah coniiniuider. Tlie latter 
was then introduced to the J5riti.sh gov- 
ernor, who related ut length the nego- 
tiiition.s which bad been conducted be- 
tween the representatives of Great 
Britain luul Asliiinleo, ending by in- 
forming the King that he must 
formally submit to Great Britain and 
gi\?e up immediately 50,000 ounces of 
gold as an indemnity for the expenses 
incurred by the British government in 
sending an expedition to bring His 
Majesty to terms. The King was also 
informed that he must keep tho streets 
clean, maintainorder among thu])opulaco 
and' would be held rcsponsi ble for any 
disturbances. 

Finally the King, through an inter- 
[jri'ter replied thiiL he was ready to sub- 
mit to the ISi itish ;tool< off his crown and 
saiidal.s, and advanced to the scats, form- 
ed by biscuit boxes, upon which Sir 
I'rancis Scott luid tlie Governor were 
seated, siirroundcil liy their stall', liis 
.Majesty then placed his head between 
the leet of Sir l-'rancis and those of the 
( iovernor, clas])ing them with his hands, 
and actually gixjvelliiig in the dust as 
a mark of his comjilete submission to 
the power of the t^ueen of England. 
This display of helplessness on liis part 
greatly impressed the Ashantees present. 
They were greatly agitated, but they 
made no attempt at resistance— a ste p 
which would have been useless in the 
face of the almost entire British expedi- 
tion and the deadly rapid firing guns 
alretidy referred to. 

The (iovernor liiially made the king 
arise, and called to His Majesty's niind 
that he had been reiiuesteil to immedi- 
ately to pay .50,000 ounces of gold to the 
representatives of Great Britain. In re- 
lily, His Majesty, who was greatly ex- 
cited and agitated, said ho only possessed 
880 ounces of gold, and that he had no 
means of collecting the 50,000 ounces de- 
manded by the British. To this tlie 
Governor replied that such a statement 
was merely child's play, and that the 
demands of the Britisli must be com- 
plied with as the King's ability to jiay 
the amount deniaiided was too well 
known to admit of any discii.ssion. 

King l'rem))eli then asked for time, 
but the governor answered tliatu])oii a 
jirevioiis occasion tlie Ashantees hail 
failed to keep their promises made to 
the I^ritisli, and that the latter had no 
intention of giving them the opjiortunity 
of doing so iigain. The governor then 
abruptly iiiijiounced that the King, the 
Colleen's mother, the King's father and 
the other chiefs of importance present 
would be taken prisoners under escort 
to Cape Ceast Castle. The governor's 
words fell like a thunder bolt upon the 
Ashantee natives, and there was an im- 
lietuouB movement forward which boded 
trouble. 

The troops, who had been at the 
" ground iirins " were iiroinptly ordered 
to " carry arms " and the jnachine like 
precision with which the Martini-Henry 
carbine was lifted from the ground 
.struck dismay into the Ashant 'es and 
they fell back as if fearing a volley from 
the Lrooi>s. One of the chiefs, however, 
rose from liis seat near I'renipeli and 
uttered some shrill words in 11 loud tone 
of voice. These were intt;ri)rete(l its say- 
ing that (III! AsiiaiilecH coiii)>hiineil that 
the replies which the iimbassa- 
dors had brought back from Britain 
had missed them and that tho 
Ashantees, therefore, are not to blame. 
The Governor, in reply, said that their 
iinsaho (ambassadors) would also be 
made jirisoners and be taken to Cape 
Coast Castle, where they will becliarged 
with forgery, in having imt their names 
to documents of 11 misleading nature. 
It is ah-o claimed that the ambassadors 
were not really the chiefs they repre- 
sented themselves to he, but men of a 
much lower rank. 

A second guard of Britisli troops thou 
moved lorwardand surrounded the King, 
the Queen-mother, the Iving's father, 
the prominent chiefs and the ambassa- 
dors, without any trouble, so quickly 
was it made and so elFectually was it 
carried out. The prisoners were at once 
remoyed to a large house which was hih- 
roand'ed by the guariLs and then the 
Ashantees were quietly dispersed 
by tho troops. The whole affair was 



splendidly arranged and admirably ex- 
ecuted. In fact, from first to last," from 
the moment the expedition was first or- 
ganized until it reached Coomassie, 
there has not been a single hitch in the 
arrangements and it has not been neces- 
sary to lire a shot. 

ICvery provision necessary to make 
for tlie health, provisioning and accom- 
modations of the troops was made on 
the most perfect system. Every kind 
of supplies was found to lie in abund- 
ance. At each halting place huts were 
erected for the accommodation of the 
British troops, and advance parties were 
sent forward daily to preijare the neces- 
hiry relrealmienta. Thus the favored 
ones — the ollier.s — when they reached 
eiudi point 01 their journey found shade 
and comfort, food and even Bass' ale and 
brandy and soda for those wlio needed 
stimulants. 

The troo))S have suffered very little 
from sickness, considering the unhealthy 
climate, and, strange to say, it was the 
men of tlie well-seasoned East India 
regiments, those of the British vegiments 
which were stopped at Gibraltar and on 
their way home from India, after many 
years' service in that hot country, and 
gent to Cape Coast Castle to take part in 
this expedition who suiTered the most 
from sickness, and who also proved less 
able to sustain fatigue on the march in 
t\w. hot weather prevailing in Ashantee. 

IL may be said that tlie submission 
and capture of iving Frenipeh will'on- 
sure British supremacy in that ))art of 
Africa for many years to come. Kear 
Coomassie the British discovered and 
burned tlie notorious sacrifice grove full 
of skulls and bones of the victims of 
King Prempeh, which has been de- 
scribed in various manners for years 
past.

Lord Salisbury's Figure Sentenced to Death 
and Shot. 

Nuw YouK, Jan. 22.— The World, this 
morning, jirints the following special 
liespatcli from Caracas, Venezuela: The 
anti-1'higlish sentiment continues. An 
efligy of f.,ord .Salisbury was iireiiared and 
carried through the streets last night; 
the procession stopjied at the plaza, 
where a mock trial was held. The efligy 
was sentenced to death and shot 
by the excited jieople, ' who 
pulled the clothing from the figure 
and tore it into jiieceS, which were dis- 
tributed among the crowd. A church in 
the town of Cainaguana was robbed and 
the saci'cd images deBjioiled. Two Eng- 
lishmen were arrestwl on sus])icioii.

The Governor-General has also re- 
ceived from Princess Beatrice a personal 
assurance of thanks for a message of 
sympathy sent by Lord and Lady Aber- 
deen. 

To-nignt Mr, l^IcDowell, member for 
Saskatchewan, gives notice of a measure 
to amend the school acts of Manitoba 
by providing that the schools shall be 
entirely secular, but that on Friday 
afternoons, at a stated liour, members of 
any religious denomination may impart ' 
religious instruction. 

The Manitoba and Northwest members 
will interview Hon. Mr. Prior next week 
to urge amendments to the grain stand- 
ards.

INSURGENT DEFEATS. 

Spanish Victories Over the Rebels More- 
Important Than at First Supposed. 

II.\v.\N.\, Jan. 22. — It became known ' 
to-day that the engagement at Taironas, 
not tar from San I>uis, between the in- 
surgents under jNIaceo and the Spaniards 
under General Duque on Saturday last 
was more important than had been at 
first believed. The insurgents are now 
said to have lost 200 killed. Tlie bodies 
of 170 dead insurgents were afterwards 
found in difi'erent parts of the ground 
abandoned by the insurgents. 

General Gomez camped last night at 
Tapasre, where ho jiassed many a night 
before. When last reported Gomez was 
moving in the direction of Jaruco, the 
most important town in the province of 
Havana with the exception of the capi- 
tal. Advices received to-day from the 
province of Matanzas say that Colonel 
N'icuna, yesterday morning, met the in- 
surgent leader Perez, at the liead of 
about 1,200 men. The insurgents occu- 
jiied a fortified faim at Vista Aleire, 
and after an hour's fighting the 
troojia dispersed the insurgents, who 
fled in difi'erent directions leaving twelve 
killed and seven wounded on the field 
and carrying away many more of their 
wounded men. The loss of the troops is 
said to be small. 

Madrid, Jan. 22. — There has been a 
reaction- here on^ account of the more 
favorable news received from Havana. 
Dispatclies say that Maceo's bands are 
retreating from tlie province of Pinar 
del Rio and Havana, as the result of 
having siifrered frequent reverses.

ALBERNI ABROAD. 

Mr. Geo. Brown Lets the Citizens of the 
Windy City Know Something About 
Its Mines. 

Under the heading of " May bo Crip- 
ple Creek's Rival," the following is pub- 
lished in the Chicago Record of the 15th 
inst: 

Cripple Creek is to have a rival as a 
gold ]>roducing centre if the friends of 
the Alberni district, in British Columbia, 
are. not mistaken. 

Mr. George Brown, a mining and in- 
vestment broker from Alberni, was in 
the citv yesterday and gave' some facte 
about the country. Ho said : 

" The Alberni district was opened last 
summer and is located at the head of 
the Alberni canal, which extends from 
Alberni to the Pacific coast, a distance 
of twenty or thirty miles. The cotintry 
is new and no ciuartz mining has ever 
been done in that section. The hills, 
however, are full of quartz, and the coun- 
try is rapidly being staked by prospec- 
tors, chiefly Americans, who have 
founded the town of Alberni, which now 
contain 350 people. The town is almost 
due west of Nanaimo, from which it is 
reached by .stage, and it can also be 
reached by steamer from Victoria, the 
canal being tlcep enough for the largest 
vessel." 

j\lr. Brown had specimens of quartz 
taken from near the surface Of the 
Olianipion and Missing Link claims on 
Mineral hill, which runs from $568 to 
$4,019 a ton. 

THE FUTURE OF CUBA. 

Movements of insurgent Leader Gomez- 
Will It Be Sold to Ensl.ind? 

Havaxa, Jan. )12. — An incident of 
Maximo Gomez' countermarch through 
Havana province is reported, While 
encamped with 3,000 men at the planta- 
tion of Amalia, he sent for the adminis- 
trator of Port Aguilito and told him 
that he came to destroy that place with 
dynamite, in view of its disobedience of 
his orders against grinding sugar cane 
But he added if the garrison would rC' 
tire from the [dantation he would agree 
not to do this. This was agreed to and 
the garrison retired, but only as far as 
San Jose. Gomez has given a written 
order not to burn the estate out of re- 
spect to the administrator and owner, 
the aged Spanish patriot, Mamud Calve. 

Uomez has travelled toward and arriv- 
ed at Guayabel, fifteen miles south of 
Havana and near the line of Pinar del 
Rio province. The movements of Gomez 
westward again are believed to be due 
to a call from Antonio Maceo for help 
to relieve him from a critical situation 
in Pinar del Rio. The administrator of 
Port Agtiilite has arrived in Havana, 
having been jirovided by Ciomez with 
a i)assport which carried him through 
the insurgent lines and insured him 
against molestation. Jfe re])ort:; that 
on his way he found the insurgent leader, 
Col. I'nda, with 300 men, between San 
Francisca Paula and Cottoro, six miles 
from Havana. 

Mexico Citv, Jan. 22. — Leading 
Cubans hero do not credit the rumor 
that Spain intends to sell the island tn 
England. They say Spain will hold on 
to the bitter end, but they have hopes 
of success and predict that with the 
arrival of hot weather and yellow fever 
next month the Spanish troops will be 
decimated. 

Nuw YoiiK, Jan. 22. — TlieCuban junta 
in this city has practically removed its 
liea(i(iuarter3 to Washington Cit\-. Now 
there is no gathering of the clans unless 
something of interest happens. Carloi 
de Cespedes, nephew of Cieiieral 
Quesada, is now in Cuba, having 
landed with a large party 
filibusters, while Gen. (juesada himself 
is in Venezuela. There was a small 
gathering at the junta headquarters, last 
night. Sir. Guerm said that all the 
Cubans wanted was recognition. He 
said : " If we could get recognition from 
the United States uovernment wu coulii 
speedily acconii)lish the rest and secure 
our freedom. Annexation comes later 
but I believe that the majority of Cubans 
hope for annexation. It should conu', 
because we recognize that eoniinercial 
ties, the ties of youth and kindred inter 
est bring us into close communion with 
the United States." All of the (Jabans 
say that the reports from patriots in 
Washington City are most encouraging, 
and that they hope to gain recognition 
shortly and bring about annexation 
later.

^VA^ilII^•C!l'o^', Jan. 22. — Speaking 01 
the Veiie^sueltiU question and tlie up 
pointment oi the commission, Setintor 
AValcott to'dsiy said tliat the resolution 
which ttie coHiftiittee on foreign relations 
lind reported, the effect o( which might 
1)6 most far j'eachinf' aa allectiiig our 
policy iir.d relations towartls othor 
friendly ixovoj-nments rcH^uirt'd, ho said 
careful investigation before we commit- 
ted ourselves to a declaration. Con- 
tinuing, he Said: "The few remarks I 
make •will he chiefly to the effect tliat 
the so-called Monroe doctrine is mis- 
applied in the pending controversy ; that 
so much of President Monroe's message 
as referred to tiie colpnization of portions 
of America by European powers could 
have no applicability to any boundary 
dispute now ©j^isting in South America; 
that the hostile extension hy European 
powers of theif systems to any jjortioii 
of this lieiiiigj-,|iere, as exjjrossed in that 
niL'ssaj;e, Ijus usjiucial reseronc-e to the 
systems of govyrnmont. wliicli were based 
on tlie divine riglit of kings, and which 
were directed [O the overtiirow of repub- 
lics, wherever exisliiif,^ The Monroe 
doi-triiUi in Ho^'ise insists upon tiie rc- 
pul)licaii forUi of f,'Overnnient of tliis 
liemispliere, Of as committing,' this gov- 
ernment to nnvintain tliut doctrine out- 
side its own borders, or oxceptas its own 
integrity is idlected; tliattliis country is 
embarking iijjon a now and difl'erent 
policy froiti the one laid down by our 
fathers, and that from lS'2i until now, 
congress unifoftnly declined to define 
the so-called ^fonroe doctrine, or adopt 
it as a rule of action, 

" The Monroe doctrine was essentially 
a doctrine of gelf-defence, promulgated 
for our own ptotection and lor no other 
purpose, WlryA it was lirst enunciated, 
our country w^^s sparsely settle<l, its 
boundaries but vaguely delined. To-day 
our borders Ur^ delined, and we are 
menaced by no foreign foe. In tlie early 
years oi the century there seemed pro- 
mise of the siiriie advanceme.it of civil- 
ization in .'^outh as in Xortli America. 
Instead of Jev?>loping into self-respecting 
republics ttie liiitions of South America 
have show" tliumselves almost without 
exception, utterly unfitted for selt-gov- 
erinnent, usually militarv despotisms, 
based on force, relying on bloodslied aucl 
assassinatioti for their establishment 
and their brief continuance; tlie jjeople 
are ignorantfltid. submissive; the rulers 
are arbitrary ajjd cruel. These people, 
although alien jn race, language and re- 
ligion, arc entitled to our friemlly and 
allectioiiate regard as citizens of a sister 
republic; we Q\Ve them protection when- 
ever tlie interogts of free government or 
the cause of civilization are attacked by 
assaults upon their autonomy, but, be- 
yond that point, ourobligations cease. 

"Venezuela, ever since the contest 
with ^^)iain, lu'S had a revolution at 
average inierViils of IS months. iVIuch 
of the j)resent friction between Oireat 
liri'.ain and V(ii)ezuela arises because of 
the recent cleV(jlO|)ment of tlie<cold liekls 
in the soutlr oi Venezuela. I sincerely 
hone the vexed boundary line will be 
riglitfuUy found to place these rich 
mines where tiie i-mglish-speaking 
people who develoji them will not be 
subject to the cujiidity of the half- 
breeds of Venezuela, where Knglisli 
common I3.W, jind certainty of its en- 
for(^enient vvill throw over them shelter 
and protectioii, If the Senate, Mr. 
IVesiilent, wasj not responsible for the 
original diHt'rcUces M'hich have a»-isen 
between Great Liiitain and this country 
relative to the Venezuelan boundary, it 
must be admitted that we have done 
inucli towards keeping t he i[uestion ac- 
tive and the , (li'l'erencc;H acute. For in- 
stance, the ojlicr day, after all the Vene- 
zuelan dispiUcht's had been published to 
the world, the senator from Alabama 
saw lit to . iptroJuce a resolution refer- 
ring to the abortive revolution,, in the 
Transvaal. I protest that the introduc- 
tion at this tinie of such u. resolution 
was at least unfortunate, and its motive 
wag easily iiiisvinderstood. 

" France is a fiister reimljlit', although 
most of her coli7iiies are commended in 
the resolntion gf the senator from Ala- 
bama, iiiid they have fewer rights tiian 
the people of Oiiha, siie is yet entitled 
to our c-i insidci'ation and symi)atliy, lie- 
cause o; the foi'ju of goveriiineut. Ger- 
many has fui'iiished us hundreds of 
thousands of worthy citizens who are a 
credit to the rv.jiublic. I!iis.-ia was our 
friendly ally in tho war, ami yet, ^Ir. 
President CvliCu I read that all those 
governments, France, Gernniny and 
Russia had allied tliemselves together 
against Great ^ritam and that the peo- 
ple of thoso little islands " compassed 
by the inviolate sea," in defencfebf what 
they deemed their riglits, were marshall- 
ing their anniefi and assembling their 
navies, ready, undaunted, to face the 
whole World n\ arms, unyielding and 
unfearing, I thanked (loil that 1 was of 
that race. (Gr^,ilt Apiilause.) 

" Mr. l're.'=iii^.'ru., we will protect our 
country and it!5 interests witli our lives; 
we wage no wai-H of con(inest. This re- 
public stands S(><!Ure in its liberties, con- 
scious of its high destinies. Where 
ever in all the world the handof the op- 
jiressed or dowrJ-trodden is reached to 
us, we meet it in a friendly clasp. 
Everywhere on earth it is our mission 
to ameliorat*, to eivilize, to Christianize, 
to loosen the ponds of captivity an<l 
point souls of »nen to to noole heights. 
Whatever of advancement and progress 
for the human race the coming cen- 
tiiries shall bring us, must largely come 
ill my opinion, through thoHpread of the 
religion of C'hriijt and the d(jminancoof 
the linglish-spQiiUing people ; and where- 
evor yon find bcjth, you find communi- 
ties where froc'lom exists and l.iw is 
obeyed. (.'VpiilaHse.) I'looil is thicker 
than water, and until some (piarrel 
divides us, which heaven forbid, may

I.o.vDDX, Jiui. L'2.— News has heen re- 
ceived at Osbiirne, and has since been 
olUcially confirmed, that Prince Henry 
of Batteuburg, husband of Princess 
Beatrice, who went to Aahantee in a 
special capaoilj' and contracted fever 
there, is dead. The tiueen and Prin- 
cess IJeutrice are jirostrated with grief. 
It aj)peara that the Prince had a relap.se 
yesterday while on board the British 
cruiser Blonde, on the way to Madeira 
with the sick man. In spite of the 
eflbrts of the special surgeon in attend- 
ance iind the ship's surgeon, the I'rince 
died at S) o'clock lust evening. 

The Blonde at once returned lo .Sierra 
Leone, from which place the news was 
cabled to the admiralty, and was hy that 
dei)artment comnumicated to the tjueen 
and the I'rincess of Wales. Tho boat 
reached Sierra Leone this morning. The 
First Ijord of tiie Admiralty, Hon. 
George J. Goschon, after consulting 
with the Queen, gave instructions that 
the Blonde be ordered to bring the re- 
mains of the Prince to England. The 
greatest sorrow is manifested through- 
out the Isle of Wight at the death of 
Prince Henry, and flags are everywhere 
at half-mast. 

The newsi)apers of this ciiy announce 
the prince's death with turneil riile.s. 
It is safe to say that even those who 
have been most active in ridiculing 
Prince llenrj- now recognize the fact 
that he probably died in an attempt to 
prove that he was not unworthy of the 
esteem of Her Majesty's subjects. 
-Many fashionable west eml stores elosed 
as soon as the death of Prince Henry of 
Battenberg became known, and their ex- 
ample was followed by a number of other 
large and small merchant establish- 
ment's. On the government buildings 
and clubs the flags were half masted ; 
church bells tolled and ambassadors and 
ministers sent telegraphic nies.sages of 
Hym])atliy to Osborne House. 

The review of the (lying S(|uadrou off 
.Spithead has been again postponed, the 
reason given being that the weather was 
too foggy for Her .Majesty to Ije able lo 
witness the review from Osborne 
house, but it is reported that tlie 
real reason was the receipt of tho news, 
of the death of Prince Henry of Batten- 
burg. Prince Henry Mauric^_wa8 the 
third son btPriopa Alexander ofBatten- 
burg, uncle of Lud|Wig IV., ^rand duke 
of flesse. He was born on nctol)er 5lh, 
l.S.iS, was governor of the Isle of Wight 
and of Carisbrook Castle, 

The late Prince Henry, in addition to 
being colonel of the British volunteers, 
was honorary colonel of a lUdgariaii reg- 
ment, knight of the garter, and by let- 
ters patent from the ijtieen, had the 
right t(J be termed " Uoyid 1 lighne.'-s." 
He married Princess Beatrice of Eng- 
land, till! youngest diaughter o£ the 
( Jueeu, July 21, 1885. She was born in 
1857. Prince and Pidnces Henry of 
Battenburg have four children, namely, 
.Vlexander Albert, horn November 22, 
KSHI) ; Victoria Eugenie, born ( )ctol)tr'_'-l, 
KSS7; I.eop"ld .Vrthur Lewis, horn Miiv 
L'l, ISSii; and Maurice Victor Donald, 
born Oittolier .'), IK'.U. 

Prince Henry's death will make a de- 
cideil diU'ereiuH^ in all the cnui't plans. 
The peri(jd of inouriiiiig will e-\t<'nd over 
the coming season, and all tht; drawing 
rooms have been aljandoiied. While 
Prince Henry of Patteiilmrg was un- 
popular <jn the whole with the i)eople, 
he was well liked by all those who IukI 
the pleasure of knowing him personally. 
He was a splendid athlete, a'loving hus- 
band, a good sporisnian, aiiiled his own 
ya(dit skillfully, and to those around 
iiini was unjiretending and considerate, 
and was a great favindtc with the (iueen. 

It is said that when it was finally de- 
cided against the wishes of tlie com- 
mander-in-chief. General Lord Wolsley, 
that Prince Henry of BattenburL' and 
Prince Christian SchlesAvig Holatein, 
were to accompany the expedition under 
Sir Francia Scott, the question arose as 
to whether the bodies of tho Princes 
shim Id be brought home if they were 
killed, or if they succumbed to the ter- 
rible swamp fevers peculiar to that part 
of Africa. The Queen decided in the 
allirmative, antl remembering the ililli- 
culty experienced in bringinu home the 
remains of the Prince Imperial of France 
killed by the Zulus in So'uth Africa, 
ordered that proper apparatus tor em- 
balming be talcen to Cape Coast Castle. 
It is con2ec|neutly believed that the 
Blonde will eith(?r go to Cape Coast 
Castle from .Sierra licone and have the 
remains embalmed at the former place, 
or that the embalming apparAtua will 
he quickly sent on to Sierra Leone.

THE OPENING OF PARLIAMENT. 

To-day the second session of the 
Seventh Purliament of British Coluiiibiii 
opens, anil His Honor tlie Lieutenunt- 
Governor will perform tlie usuiil cere- 
monies in connection therewitli. Some 
additional interest will be added to the 
occasion from the fttct that it is the first 
assembly under the leadership of tlie 
Hon. J. H. Turner, that the Admiral of 
the Pacific fleet will ho present to iissist 
in the functions of state, aiulitliut in all 
probability it will be last time an ojien- 
iiig will take i)lace in the old Legislative 
Assembly Hall, which for over 30 years 
has served our legislators. As a cere- 
mony, the one to-day promises to be 
succeasfnl in all its details. Tliat fea- 
ture, liowever, is only important as 
leading the way to others of inoro jirac- 
tical concern. 

In conseipience of the change of ad- 
ministration and the developments of 
the Parliamentary interim there should 
be a good many matters of interest in 
the Speech from the Throne, and we 
have no doubt that the members of the 
Legislature and the peo])le of the Pro- 
vince at largo will l)e well ])leased with 
the words of His Honor. We should 
premise, to begin with, that the mem- 
bers of the Government, being practical, 
business-like men, would give us a 
practical, business-litce statement of their 
policy. We shall be disappointed if 
.they do not . 

The financial iiosition oi the Province 
"will no doubt be adverted to in view 
■of the depression which has for several 
years liung like a cloud over the coun- 
try and is just now beginning to clear 
away. The financial statement tor the 
fiscal year may not be as bright as might 
be wished. In the ordinary course of 
events, with every avenve of trade and 
. branch of industry allectetl by the hard 
times and money exceedingly scarce, it 
would lie strange indeed if the revenue 
of the ( iovernment did not fail short of 
expenditure. Thishftsbeen true of nearly 
every government in the world, and we 
could not expect to see British Columbia 
an excei)tion to so general a rule. How- 
ever, we are informed iliat the worst has 
been passed and thai tln' outlook i,-^ 
promi.sing indeeil. A rreai s in i rvi'iiue. 
which were really the raiisi'iii tin- .shui-t- 
4ige of the past, are coming in and cur- 
rent revenues are increasing. There, 
therefore, seems to l)e no reason why 
the estimate for the current year shouhl 
not be reached, and tliat shortly revenue 
and e.xiienditiire sbunld lialance. 

With \\w activity in mining and tl;e 
outlook for the year bSIM), during which 
it in cKtiniated there will be an output of 
at least ^10,0(10,01)0 worth of ore, one 
may naturally expect some reference to 
tlie mining industry in the address. The 
recent discoveries in .Alberni, the erec- 
tion of smelters in Kootenay, and the 
widespread attention being directed to 
our mineral deposits , will no doubt en- 
courage the (iovernment .still further to 
foster so important a wealth-in'oducer. 

Goal mining is closely allied to (|uart/. 
and i>lacer mining, but the conditions 
governing them are not tlie same. Coal 
here depends upon a foreign market, 
which is sometimes glutted, aa it is at 
present. Notwithstanding the depres- 
sion, which is expected to be only tem- 
porary, several new mines will be open- 
ed up- The erection of smelters, now 
that the coking qualities of our coal 
have been dernonstruted, and coking 
plants are actually being erected, will 
form an additional and a profitable out- 
lot for our mines. 

Perhaps scarcely less iniportiint are 
the other industries, fanning, tishiin; 
and lumbering, and it is uaual to allude 
.to their progresa. Sealing and fishing 



have both been successful, particularly 
the latter. Lumbering has been much 
dejiressed, but it is decidedly on the 
mend. Trom the increasing importance 
of onr ngricultiiral interests, and the 
much greater iUteiition being paid to 
fanning in all \\s branches, tliis 
subject will no 'doubt call for 
some special legislation. The en- 
couragement of the dairying interest 
especially has been agitated. Farming, 
it is true, was not as profitable 
last year aa might be desired, 
but this is in a great measure 
due to the unusually low prices of out- 
side produce coming into competition 
with that of our farmers in the home 
market. With the growth of mining 
camps, and -the extension of our fish- 
eries and timber industry, tlie market 
will be greatly widened. The large 
areas of arable lands that recent .surveys 
liave brought to light will offer new 
lielda for settlers, and colonizing and 
settlement will demand some measure of 
attention at the bands of the Legisla- 
ture. The success of the two colonies 
alread}' undertaken by the Government 
all'ords encouragement for further elTorts 
on similar lines. 

The tatisfactory growth of the ship- 
ping interests of the Province will not 
likely bo overlooked, and the impor- 
tance which attaches to the question of 
railway extension will no doubt call for 
the exi)ression of a policy favorable to 
the expectations of many, both on tlie 
>rainland and the Island of Vancouver. 

As a lUireau of Mines has been estab- 
lished, a Provincial Board of Healtliset 
in operation, and the consolidation and 
revision of the statutes are under way, 
some suitable reference will be 
made to these matters. We un- 
derstand that there is considerable 
legislation in prospect, and that 
the session may be more prolonged than 
was at first anticipated. We trust, how- 
ever, that our legislators will see it to 
their own interests and those of the 
province to dispatch public business 
with as little delay as possible. AVe be- 
lieve the Opposition is less inclined than 
formerly to oppose for opposition's sake, 
and much depends on their eflbrts to 
disjiose of tlie orders of the day and save 
time. 

The Government is to be congratu- 
lated upon meeting the Plouse with suuh 
favorable indications of the business and 

industrial expansion and a return to pros- 
l)eroiis times tlirough the development 
of our resources. We are sure all alike 
desire to see a useful jirogramme being 
can led out to render our i)ossibilities 
more cajiable of being realized. 

" THE POLICY OF PIRACY." 

It is amusing to see the American 
newspai)era abusing Great Britain for 
her " lioary jiolicy of piracy." Great 
I'ritain has done more than any other 
nation — more indeetl than all the mitiona 
put togetiier — towards filling up anil 
utilizing the waste places of the earth. 
Vet this is what these Yankee scribblers 
stigmatize as the "hoary policy of 
piracy." They, if they had any brains 
or any intelligence, should be the last 
persons in the worhl to coiu])lain of 
(jireat Britain's policy of extend- 
ing her iloniiiiion and of car- 
rying her civilization to the 
ends of the earth, for no people 
in the world have benefited so much by 
this jiolicy as those who now form 
the Keimblic of the United States of 
America. 

It was while pursuing this " i)olicy of 
1)1 racy " that (.ireat Britain took jiosses- 
feion of the larger part of the continent 
of North America. She planted colon- 
ies on the land she conquered and fos- 
tered and protected those colonies while 
they were weak and unable to de- 
fend thfiinsel ve.s. She gave the col- 
onisbs the biaietit ot lier laws 
and her institutions, tlie treest 
thai u< m: then in existence, ."^he, in 
short, laid the foundations, broad and 
deep, of a great nation on this contin- 
ent . The people that she placed in Am- 
erica and protected and taught, have 
w oi licd out their destiny, and now that 
they have become a mighty nation, 
some ol the citizens of that nation, 
as stupid as t'.ey are ungrateful, turn 
round and abuse liie policy and tlie 
country to wliich their republic owes its 
existence. Tiie United States did not 
forget to ailopt what some of its citizens 
coiisiiler as the policy of piracy. They 
oxteiideil their lioimds in every direc- 
tion, and many of them are angry be- 
cause there are now obstacles in the 
way of extending them still furtlier. 

it would do the Yankee Anglopho- 
bists a world of good to read the history 
of their country intelligently. They 
would tli(>n see what an immen.se del)t 
of gratitude they now owe and will con- 
tinue to owi^ to (ireat Biitain. The 
very fact that the language in which 
that history is written is Knglisli, and 
that English is the mother tongue of 
the vast majority of United States 
citizens, is evidence of the strongest 
kind of the obligations they are under 
to the people and the policy of England. 
Those Americans who vilify Enghind 
because she has extended her dominion 
to all parts of the earth, and because 
she has carried lier language, her laws 
and her free institutions to large areas 
of the earth's surface which, before she 
raised her flag over them, were wilder- 
nesses inhabited by a few half-naketl or 
entirely nakeil savages, are fools — 
nothing better, (.'ireat Britain lias, be- 
yond doubt, been the greatest civilizer 
and the most powerful disseminator and 



upholder of freedom that the world has 
yet seen. 

THE NEW LOAN. 

There is a lively controversy in the 

United States over the new loan. One 
set of conlroveraialists say that the loan 
is absolutely necessary, that the salva- 
tion of the busi ness ol the country de- 
pends upon it.s being Buccessfully floated. 
Another set declares that there is really 
no necessity for the loan, that all that 
the government has to do is to decrease 
its expenditure, increase its customs 
taxes, and pass a bill for the unrestrict- 
ed coinatre of silver and notonly will the 
United .States be under no necessitj' to- 
borrow money from either its own jjeo- 
ple or foreignera, but it will have sur- 
plus upon surplus and be richer and 
more prosperous than over it was. 

A few facts are published whicli if 
intelligently considered will, we tliink, 
lead sensible men to come to a reason- 
able decision as to wliether or not the 
United States requires its store of gold 
increased as quickly as possible and on 
the easiest terms. 

The currency of the United States at 
the present time consists of $423,000,000 
of silver wortli about lifty cents on the 
dollar, and $500,000,001) of legal tender 
paper. The ^000,000,000 and more of 
pajier and silver are redeemable with 
goid, and the Government's reserve of 
gold is between sixty and seventy mil- 
lions of dollars. 

A merchant wliose bills payable would 
bear the same j)ro|)ortion as this to his 
available cash wouki be in a ticklish 
position. He, when he jiaitl a bill, 
would lessen hia liabilities by flie 
amount of the bill. But the United 
States Government is in a very different 
position. When it redeems its paper 
with gold to-day, that same paper can 
be re-issued to-morrow so that when it 
pays gold for it.s lethal tender money it 
does not necessarily, or as a matter of 
fact, decrease its liabilities. 

The gold reserve is continually dimin- 
ishing, but the demands upon it do not 
decrease. The necessity of keeping np 
the reserve by some means is very ap- 
parent, for if the Government sliouUl 
any day liiid itself unable to redeem its 
paper with gold fearful confusion and 
widespread diaaster would bo certain to 
ensue. 

Common sense suggests that the Gov- 
ernment should forbid the re-issue of 
paper that had been redeemed, but Con- 
gress will not permit this to be done. 
So the only alternative is to borrow gold. 
The (.iovernment has already borrowed 
.tl()2,000,000 gold to keep up its reserve 
to the point of safety, and this, with the 
present popular loan of $100,000,000, will 
make $262,000,000 borro.ved to keep up 
the credit of the United States currency.

There are liars who 
lie for the fun of the thing, and liars who 
lie for a fee. Tlie Victoria Times lies 
to make a fool of itself and its cause. 

The Smart .Vleca who engineered the 
campaign for tlii^ (Irits will find in time 
that thi'y were not so very smart after 
all ; ami the decent men who voted and 
acted with them will not be very well 
pleased to find that they will liave to 
bear a share of the odium of the dirty 
tricks, the gross falsehoods and the dis- 
honest tactics of the gang of conceited 
tricksters.

-Governor 
Dewdney on arrival will be met by a 
guard of' honor of the B,O.R.G. A. under 
command of Capt. Rosa Monro and 
Lieuts. McConnon and Jameson. The 
band of tho regiment will also be in at- 
tendance. 

Then the Lieut. -Governor will jiro- 
ceed to the library, where will assemble 
the statr, consisting of Admiral Stejiben- 
son, cajitains of the warships in port. 
Col. Rawstorne and ollicers of the 
R.M.A., Lieut. -Col. Peters. D.A.G., and 
other ollicers. The Sergeant-at-Arms 
with the mace will load the Lieut. -Gov- 
ernor and stall" to the Speaker's chair, 
and tho usual ceremonies incident to 
the opening will follow. 

It may be noted that this is the third 
time only since confederation thata llag- 
ship has been in port at the opening of 
the assembly.

LEGAL COMPLICATIONS. 

A Posbitile Peculiar LeRul TunRle Growing 
Out of a nihiiiiB Suit. 

The Full court, consisting of .Justices 
iMcCreight, Drake and Walkem, yester- 
day heard the appeal in Aitkins v. Coy. 
The defendant, who i? apiicaling, located 
the Cariboo mining claim in the Best 
Basin, Slocan district, on June 9 last, 
and recorded it on June 17. The re- 
spondent, xVitkins, on June 10 located 
the Rambler claim and recorded it on 
Juno LO, both claims covo;-ing the same 
ground. At the triiij before Judge 
Sjjinks, county court judge in Kootenay, 
Aitkins, wlio located tlio Pambler, al- 
leged that the Cariboo hud really been 
located on the 15th and the stakes had 
been frau-lulently anteduted as having 
been placed on the Oth. The jury found 
that Co}' bad ])roperly located on the 
'.»th,|and .Judge Spinks then held as a 
nnitter of law that priority of record 
governed priority of location, notwith- 
standing that th'u mineral act allowed 
a locator fifteen daya within whic^h to 
record after location. Coy a])pealecl to 
the Full court from this judgment. 

After Coy had appealed Aitkins made 
a motion to the county court judge of 
Kootenay for n new trial, and also gave 
notice of intention to apply to the full 
court for a new trial upon tlie hearing of 
the appeal and obt^imed an adjourn- 
ment in order to have a case stated 
by the county judge. .Judge Sj>inks ad- 
journed the liiotion Ijefore hiiu for a new- 
trial until rtfter the full court anpeal. 

Afterthe lieariugof the a])peal Aitkins' 
counsel stated that lie abandoned his in- 
tention to move the full court for a new 
trial. Counsel for appellaut company 
objected to the witiidrawal, and con- 
tended that the motion for a now trial 
must be - proceeded with or treated as 
dismissed; otherwise tlie full court, 
whose duty it is to determine all iiues- 
tions whether of new trial or otherwise, 
would be in the peculiar position of 
allowing an appeal ; then on appeal to 
the Supreme court of Canada, if their 
judgment was contirmed, the whole pro- 
ceedings might be upset by the county 
judge of Kootenay granting a new trial. 
The full court reserved iudginent. 

Cassidy 
appeared for appellant; Mr. A. J. Mc- 
Coll, (J.C., and Mr. E. V. Bodwell for 
respondents. 

FRUITGROWERS AND DAIRYMEN. 

Their Annual Meetines to Be Held In West- 
minster Next Week, 

relegates from the associations which 
have been already formed among the 
iarmers in several districts of the prov- 
ince lor the joi nt shipment of fruit, will 
on the 21)th inst, meet with the co- 
oiierative committee of the I'ruit Grow- 
ers' Association at Westminster to ar- 
range a scheme whereby lUI the exjKH-ts 
of fruit L'rown in the province inav lie 
mamigeii by a central committee. T'he 
advantage "of such joint action is ap|)ar- 
ent, for shipments could then bo intelli- 
gentlv regulated so as to relieve the local 
markets from bsinu' glutted as haiipened 
last vear at certain periods; and 
the niarkets can be kept more 
regularly supplied, a desirable 
thing for both producer and consumer, 
giving the latter a more uniform market 
»nd avoiding loss that always falls on 
the producer when the market is over- 
stocked. 

On the :-iOth instant the regular an- 
nual meethig of the 1-Vuit Growers' As- 
sociation is to be held, and on the follow- 
ing day tlie dairymen will have their 
convention. .\h many as possible of the 
farmers, dairymen anil fruit growers 
from the Island should attend these 
meetings, as such gatherings with the 
interchange of ideas and discussioiis 
that take place are important factors in 
assisting in the development of the 
farming and dairying industries of the 
province.

THE RETAIL MARKETS. 

An Upward Tendencv tn Flour and Grain— 
Hnms and Bacon Lower— River- 
side Oranges Cheaper. 

The prices of flour and grain are ris- 
ing,', iiiul it is tlie oi)inion of merchants 
that tlie upward tendency will prevail 
ior a considerable time. <jn wheat 
alone, an advance of ffl per ton has been 
made duriri<; the week, but tliis cliai.ge 
has as vet only been made in wholesale 
transactions. " A general cut has been 
iniido within tho last few days in the re- 
tail quotations for hams and bacon. 
This reduction, however, is expected at 
this time of the year, this being the 
season when those meats are the moat 
plentitul. Fresh eggs are as cheap and 
abundant as packed, and the demand 
for fne latter is consequently 
very light. In the fruit niarket 
the only noticeable change is in 
Kivorside oranges, in which, owing to 
an improved supply, there Ijas been a 
decrease of fi cents per dozen.

London, .Tun. 2:1. — nis])atcho's received 
from Sierra Leone late to-day contained 
further details of the death of Prince 
llem-y of Battenburg. The Prince it 
a|)pcars was greatly u])set at the speedy 
dtJath of his friend Major Ferguson, who 
was attacked with fever wliile out ^vaik- 
ing witli the Prince. The latter, liow 
over, continued on tlie niai'cli until 
within thirty miles of Cooin- 
assie, where he became so seriously 
ill all of a siHdeii that the ollicer in 
eommanii insisted that bo slionld be 
immediately conveyed back to Prolisu. 
When the Prince reached tliere bis con 
ilitioii was dcsj)crate and the doctors 
almost despaired of being able to get 
him back to the coast. Prince Henry, 
however, rallied slightly before reaching 
Cape Coast Castle. 

Altliough sick unto death the Prince 
on reaching Cape Coast did everything 
possible to jirevail upon his medical at 
tendants and the commanding ottieers to 
allow him to remain until tlie news 
reached Cape Coast of the entry of the 
British to Coomassie ; but his condition 
was so desperate that all his appeals 
were in vam and he was finally in 
duced, very much against his will 
to consent to embark on buanl the 
Blonde for the island of Madeira, on 
Friday last. The Prince was in a very 
weak condition when he went on board 
the eruis;er. On S^iturday he became 
(juite cliecrlul, and hopes were enter- 
tained of his recovery. On Suiuhiy there 
was a decided change for the worse, and 
on Monday evening he died at 8 :40 p.ni 

The Standard puolishes other details 
in a similar strain. 

The Daily News says: "This death 
takes still another irom the Queen's 
limited dom'estic circle. HenccfortI 
the widowed mother and the widowed 
daughter will be almost alone." 

The period of morning by the court for 
the death of Prince Henry has bee 
lixed at six weeks.

Henry's death : " The tiueen is must 
deejily allected at seeing her beloved 
diuighler's happy life ci'ushed, and in 
losing a most amialile and allectionato 
son-in-law, to whom she was much de- 
voted." 

Tlie Chronicle says that the llnijieror 
William has telegraphed his kindest 
condolences upon the death of Princ 
Ilt^nry to the Queen and Princess liea 
trice.

condolences to the Queen for the death 
of Prince Henry, referred to the death 
of the Prince Imperial, her son, who was 

killed by the Zulus in 1879, having ac 
<!oni]ianied the Lnglish arun' in the 
Zuhi war. 

— The British 
cruiser Blonde, with the embalmed body 
of Prince II(;nry of Battenburg on board, 
has sailed for England. 



U. S. PACIFIC CABLE. 

The Proposed Bill Referred to a Sub-Corn' 
mlttee for Modification and Amend-' 
ment. 

M'.\snrNGTo.v, Jan. 22. — The house 

committee on commerce yesterday dir- 
ected a sub-committee to prejiare a bill 
embracing certain changes considered 
<lcsirable in the bill authorizing tlie 
Pacific Cable Co. to lay a cable ironi the 
Pacific coast to the Hawaiian island 
There will also be a conference between 
members and state department officials 
regarding arrangements for a cable on 
the Marshall islands, owned by Ger- 
many. 

The principal points of diU'crencc be- 
tween the i-able company and the com- 
initleeare the amount of government 
subsidy to be granted and the lime to be 
allowed for laying the cable. It is pro 
posed by the company to have the cable 
lo the Hawaiian islands working in 
eighteen months, and comjiloled to 
Japan in three years. The bill to bo 
drafted will reduce this time. The sub- 
sidy asked i.s ^180,000 a year for a term 
of twciiity years, the govcrnniont to have 
free use of the cable in that time. In 
the course of the discussion it was 
argued that the subsidy asked was too 
large, in view of tlie estimated cost of 
the work, .'f(),500,()00 to $7,000,000, 
and the probable amount of gov- 
ernment business, which the com- 
miMce estimated at $20,000 to if.io,- 
000. Th(! suggestion was also enter- 
tained that subsidies might lie granted 
by the Jappiieso government and jiossi- 
bly China. 

The bill to he framed will probably 
reduce the subsidy. It will also em- 
brace provisions to secure to the United 
States government the right-of-way and 
use of the cable. James S. Scrvmser, 
liresident, and E. i^ayliss, vice-presi- 
dent of the company", have written 
Chairman Ilepimrn, accepting sugges- 
tions made by the committee that the 
comjianv shall deiio.sit in the treasury 
.•i;100,000 in bondK to be forfeited in case 
it fail;! to coiiipleto the work within the 
specified lime; tliat the rates lietwuen 
the United Stales and island of Oaliu 
shall not exceetl 75 cents per word and 
■th-'iO to .lupan and China; also that 
after twenty years government messages 
shall bo carried at press rates,' not to ex- 
ceed one-quarter of message rates. Mr. 
Bennett, of. New York, has asked Secre- 
tary 01n(ey for an opinion whether it 
will bo iied^Bsary to make a treaty with 
the German :;kovernment to secure the 
right to eatablish a cable station on the 
Marshall Islands. 



Apprehended for Drunltenness, He 
Is Now Held as a " Pugitive 
Offender." 



Albert Menzenmeycr, formerly of San 
Francisco and more recently of the city 
of Oakland, was arrested early yesterday 
morning by Sergeant Walker and De- 
tectives Perdue and Palmer of the Vic- 
toria police, and now awaits extradition 
at city ])oliee lieadciuartera. He was 
charged when taken into custody with 
being drunk and disorderly on Govern- 
ment street, but in the course of a tew 
hours it was decided toabandon this lui- 
important charge, and an information 
was substituted to conform with in- 
structions received from Sheriir Calvin 
B. White, of Alameda county. This iii- 
fonmilioii is hiid under the Fugitive 
Offenders act, and alleges tiiat Menzeii- 
meyer on Christinas eve last " with in- 
tent to commit murder, unlawfully <.lid 
shoot at one John H. Perkins will) a 
revolver loaded with leaden bullets, 
thereby wounding the said John K. 
Perkins," 

Of liiw identity the prisoner makes no 
denial, contenting himself with the ob- 
servation lliiit he will bo able to ''square" 
the matter out of court as soon as he is 
again on American soil. He is a heavy- 
framed, thick set man ot perhaps -10 or 
45 years of age, decidedly German in ap- 
pearance, and finding his frends wher- 
ever he goes among tlie proprietors and 
habitues of the beer saloons. Since his 
arrival in Victoria on Monday last he 
has been a familiar figure in tlie Bank 
I'jxehange, Teutonia, Cierinania and 
Regents' bars, and it was his heavy 
drinking that lirst drew to him the at- 
tention of the Victoria police. 

They made it a ]ioint to in- 
([iiire who he was, and failing lo 
obtain any delinile information on the 
point determined to keep the stranger 
under surveillance. Sergeant Walker 
and Detectives Perdue and Palmer very 
soon had their suspicions aroused, and 
keeping a close watch upon the move- 
ments of the mysterious German they 
diseoveied that ho m'hs an eager and in- 
dustrious reader of the San Francisco 
dailies, w hich he would purchase imme- 
diately uiKin their arrival and scan at 
the lirst opportunity. His interest in 
the news was not that of the ordinary 
reader hut that of a specialist, for the 
detectives soon discovered that he looked 
for certain items in the pages devoted to 
California home news and gave no at- 
tention to anything else. 

Finally tiie patleiu-e of the watchers 
was rewarded; Munzenmeycr had b'een 
giving his attention to a late Kxaminer, 
and hnding an «rti(de that claimed bis 
attention promptly cut it out and threw 
the mutilateil paper away. It was se- 
cured by the jiolice and another copy ot 
the same issue disclosed that the clip- 
jiing secured by the German referred to 
the shooting of John E. Perkins of Oak- 
land. • 

Putting two and two together, Ser- 
geant Walker and his associates con- 
cluded that it was Menzenmeyer to 
wlioin tbey had been devoting their at- 
tentions, and as soon as a description of 
the man could be obUiined they were 
fully convinced that they iiad not been 
misled. Then a win; was sent to Oak- 
land for instructions and Meiizenmeyer 
was kept constantly in view either by 
Walker, Perdue or Palmer, or else by 
constable Cantrell, who as a new man 
on the force wag able to work ellective- 
ly without exciting any suspicion. 

Careful as were the police, bus- 
picions were aroused, however, and 
Walker and Perdue running across 
Menzenmeyer at about I o'clock on 
Tuesday night — or rother yesterday 
morning — he made an effort to convince 
them that he was not the man they be- 
lieved him to be.

Then it was recognized that prompt 
action was imperative if Menzenmeyer 
was to be apprehended, and after a con- 
ference the three' officers decided upon 
making'fche arrest at once, and took their 
man into' custody as he was walking on 
Government street. Eight or nine 
hours later a message was received from 
Sheriff White, of Alameda county, in- 
structing Chief Sheppard to hold Men- 
zenmeyer prisoner and informing him 
that the warrant for his detention would 
be forwarded immediately. 

The story of tiie case in which Men- 
zenmeyer jilayed so important a part is 
fully told in the little scrap of pajier 
which he cut from the Examiner of 
December 20, and which led to his 
identity being disclosed. On Christmas 
Eve Menzenmeyer had trouble with an 
Clakland coal dealer named Simons, and 
shot at him without doing any injury. 
Later in the evening he met Perkins and 
his two brothers, and without giving 
any warning turned upon them and 
opened fire with bis revolver — this time 
with serious results. 

Perkins is still in the hospital and 
though it was at first thought that he 
could not ret'over, it is now believed that 
he is jiractically out of danger. He tells 
the story of the shooting thus: 

" J" WHS walking along the street with 
my three brothers. We had been down 
to Lorin collecting a little bill and were 
going to my brother's house. Menzen- 
meyer was about six feet ahead of us, 
with his wife. He was walking a little 
unsteadily, but we paid no attention to 
him. 

'■ Suddenly anil without saying a word 
he turned around and began to shoot. 
The first shot struck mo and I droi)peil. 
Then another and another were fired, and 
^lenzenmeyer took to his heels, running 
across the fields one way while his wife 
went another." 

Menzenmeyer was for many years a 
resident of San Francisco city, where he 
was proprietor of the Fair Wind saloon, 
at the corner of East and Sacramento 
streets. He is reported to be worth from 
^50,000 to $75,000 in money at the pres- 
ent time, and he himself says that Per- 
kins lias oflered lo abandon the charge 
against him for a substantial cash con- 
sideration.

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THE "KHOSINA." AKKLVES. 

Heavy Cargo for the Orient and Shipments 
Left Behind— The "Prince Albert" 
in the Roads, 

The trans-Pacific liner Bhosina, Capt. 
Herriman, which replaces the steamship 
Chittagong, the pioneer ship of the O. 
R. & N. Co. in the Oriental trade, owing 
to the latter being too small for the busi- 
ness, arrived in port for the first timfe 
last evening. It had been expect- 
ed that sha would go to Comox 
before corning here and this plan 
would have been carried out were it not 
for the fact that the shij) had tive Chin- 
ese iiassengers and iifiO tons of freight to 
land here. She was delayed three days 
on the Goliiiiibia river by rough weather, 
which made it dangerou.s to cross the 
bar. After discharging all lint her Vic- 
toria freight at PortlamI the ship loaded 
a big outward cargo of flour, lumber, 
canned meats, hay and oats, and was 
compelled through the demands on 
space to leave 1,168 tons of flour behind. 
This was the second time on the voyage 
she had to do so, having been obliged to 
leave .'lOO tons, which she loaded at 
Kongkong, at Kobe and Yokohama. The 
hay and oats shipments going out 
on her are feeing suiiiilieil Ijy a Portland 
firm to a. Japanese eonijiaiiy located in 
Hongkong, who re-ship them into the 
interior of their country. The ship had 
a remarkably rough passage after her 
departure from Yokohama. She was 
caught in the same ty]ihooii which 
lilayed havoc with the U..^. warship Bal- 
timore, now in Honolulu. The latter, 
as will be remembered, had three of her 
men swept overboard and seven others 
injured and a carjicntL'^- die from bis 
terrible experience aboard. When the 
Hhosina reached Honolulu Purser Bish- 
op was presented with a felicitously 
worded address by the Japan- 
ese p.issengers aboard for the 
kindness shown them. The ad- 
dress Mr. Bisho]) thinks much of and 
he has had it framed to hang in hip 
room. An interesting event occiiricil 
aboard tiie ahiji at Portland on the l-!tb 
inst., when a stylish Chinese lady pas- 
senger was marrieil to a wealth v Port- 
land niercbanl.

away the bride. The Ulioaina belongs 
lo Burren I'c Co., tilasgow, owners of the 
Northern Pacific steamship Strathnevis. 
She is of 3,C0O tons register and is eight 
years old. before her present charter 
the ship was employed as a freighter be- 
tween Cardiff and Montreal. In appear- 
ance she is very similar to the Strath- 
nevis,
